The president'# budget will call 
for fund» being provided during the 
coming ii.scal year for two of these 
now 35.000 ton battleships, at least 
two light cruisers and eight des­ 
troyers and six 
submarines.

battleships will cost about $60,000,- 
ooo each and will mount 16-Inch 
gima, tlx most powerful naval arm ­ 
am ent In the world. 
Itef'oimnendation Made 
The president’# 
recommendation, 
it, wn: understood, already has been 
made to the budget bureau. 
Two othe r new battleships, 
the 
first to hi- laid down in the 15 year# 
which followed 
the 
Washington 
arms; limitation conference m 1922, 
are now under 
construction. 
The 
cruiser destroyer and submarine re­ 
placement program provided for by 
the 
VI nt.cn-Trammell act. is; now 
largely completed, although it has 
two years more to run. The greater 
proportion of the ships, called 
for 
in the acl, which was; designed to 
bring the American Navy up to the 
limits set down by the Washington 
and London Naval treaties both of 
which have now expired, were be­ 
gun from the outset.

Tea was expen­ 
sive. and beer was a penny or so a

voyage,

supplies 
short, too, it was time to go ashore. 
The ship had been at anchor off 
Plym outh for five days before the 
landing was made 
It was not. of 
course, the first landing: some of 
the com pany had gone ashore at 
Cape Cod to get firewood and fresh 
gam e a m onth before. 
All ships leaving E ngland carried 
beer as part of their necessary pro­ 
visions. And all ships were required 
to bring buck for fu rth er use as 
m any kegs or casks as they carried 
away.

keep for use in their new homes the 
kegs and casks aboard the M ay­ 
flower. so a young cooper, one young 
Jo h n Alden, was engaged to m ake 
the voyage and construct replace­ 
m ents enroute.
